' Norcross, Ga., November 7.—(Spe- 
cial)—James Webb, a farmer living 
five miles from Norcro:s, near Glover's 
school, was shot and killed instantly 
at home this morning by his son, 
Imther Webb, 44, of Atlanta, an em- 
ployee of the Atlanta postal depart- 
ment. 

According to reports received here, 
the son came up from Atlanta this 
morning to spend the day at his fa- 
“.ther’s home and soon after arriving and 


‘carrying a quantity of groceries into 


the house, the cry that a hawk was 
disturbing the chickens in the barn- 
yards, caused Luther Webb to rush 
into the house and seize his father’s 
gun. The gun being new to the son, 
it is said he had some difficulty in 
a it and in his attempt to as- 

if it were loaded, the gun was 
discharged, the load striking the fa- 
ther in the head, causing instant 
death. 

There were no eye-witnesges to the 
shooting, it is said. 

Coroner Peter Smith empaneled a 
jury this afternoon which returned a 
verdict that ‘“‘we find that Mr. Webb 
came to his death at the hands of his 
son, Luther, who we recommend be 
held for murder.” 

Following the coroner's verdict 
Luther Webb. was taken to Lawrence- 
ville by the marshal of Norcross and 
placed in the Gwinnett county jail. 

The slain man was born in Walton 
county but had been living near Nor- 
cross for a number of years. 

‘He is survived by his widow. two 
daughters, Miss Lillie Webb and Mrs. 
Annie Simpson, both of Norcross;

SON TO DEMAND 


‘TRIAL TODAY. 


Lawrenceville, Ga., November 7.— 
(Special.)—Luther Webb, 44, placed 
in jail here this afternoon on the 
charge of the murder of his father, 
James W. Webb, 77, near Norcross 
earlier in the day, stated tonight that 
he would demand a preliminary hear- 
ing on Monday and expresed the be- 
lief that he would be freed of blame 
for the death of his fatehr. 

“I went up from Atlanta Sunday 
morning,” said Mr. Webb, “to spend 
the day with my parents and right 
after dinner while father and I were 
in the sitting room, I spied a hawk 
in the yard and picked up a double 
barreled shotgun that was standing 
in the corner and unbreached it to see 
if it was loaded. 

“After seing that it had a shell in 
it. I attempted to breach the gun and 
in doing so it discharged, the load 
striking my father in the head near 
the ear, killing him instantly.” 

Webb maintained that the shot was 
accidental and predicted that he would 
be freed at the commitment trial.

Special Prosecutor in 
Choir Murder-Cases De- 
termined To Learn If 
Witness Can Testify.

Officials at New Hospital 
Say Pig Woman Will

Soinenthile, N. J., November 7. 
Hinting at a plot between defense law- 
yers and local doctors ,to keep the 
state's ace from the witness stand, 
Senator Alexander Simpson, special 
prosecutor, today forcibly removed 
Mrs. Jane Gibson from Somerset hos- 
pital to Jersey City. It was a vir- 
tual kidnaping, staged over the sput- 
tering protests of Dr. A. Anderson 
Lawton, who has been attending the 
“pig woman” in Somerville. 

The quarrel between the state’s at- 
torney and Somerville medical talent, 
and the mad ride in an ambulance un- 
der police guard at 50 miles an bour 
to Jersey- City hospital, compose the 
most exciting chapter written into the 
famous murder case since the start 
of the trial. 

Taken te Hospital. 

The state’s star witness has been 
in Somerset hospital since last Wed- 
nesday night. She was taken there by 
Senator Simpson's aides shortly after 
she collapsed in the sheriff's office, 
just off the trial chambers, 

Her illness—aecute kidney trouble, 
with a threat of pneumonia—tbreat- 
ened to force an adjournment of the 
trial. The presiding judge refused the 
prosecutor’s request to move court to 
her bedside so that her testimony 
against Mrs. Frances Stevens Hall and 
her brothers might be taken before 
the jury before the hand of death in- 
tervened. 

Dr. Lawton scored Simpson angrily 
for his high-handed procedure in 

snatching the patient from her hos- 
pital cot. 

Mrs. Gibson was willing- to go and} 
her signature to a form statement in 
which she declared she left the insti- 
tution at her own risk was the only 
authorization given the Aospita! for 
her departure. 

Doctor Scares Simpson. 

“Senator Simpson’s action ui moving 
Mrs. Jane Gibson at this time, in my 
opinion, jeopardizes her neaith and 
life,” Dr. Lawton declared. “She was 
removed from Somerset hospital to 
Jersey City hospital in Hudson coun- 
ty over my detinite protest. Tie 
prosecutor was fully informed by me 
of the danger involved. He did not 
even have his own physician present 
to examine her before placiag her in 
his ambulance for the 32-mile trip. 

“In 20 years of medical practice I 
have never heard of anything so otut- 
rageous.

When offered the pad of blank forms 
used on such oceasions, Simpson 
snatched one and thrust it into his 
pocket but refused to sign anything. 

Confident of Change. 
After his arrival at Jersey City with 
his precious witness, Senator Simpson 
was confident that the “pig woman” 
would be able to testify by the end 
of the week. 

Dr. Charles Kelly, staff physician of 
Jersey City hospital, was less optimis- 
tic. If his opinion prevails it is prob- 
able the trial will be held up until Mrs. 
Gibson recovers. He examined her 
thoroughly this afternoon, and said: 

“Mrs. Gibson is in no condition to 
appear in court or to have her testi- 
mony taken at the bedside. It will be

Body Has Power To 
“Purge Elections and 
Primaries of Corrup- 
tion,” Says Senator. 


SUPREME COURT 
DECISIONS CITED 


Borah Holds States Can- 
not Object To Ban on 
Sending “Corrupt Men” 
to Congress. 


Washington, November 7.—(4)—De- 
claring he was not passing judgment 
on any particular case, but that de- 
velopments during the last few months 
warranted a “sincere search” for au- 
thority, Senator Borah, republican, 
Idaho, argued in a statement tonight 
that congress, under the seventeenth 
amendment, had the power to con- 
trol congressional primaries as well as 
elections to “purge elections of cor- 
ruption.” 

He cited supreme court decisions as 
holding that the lawmaking body may 
take “partial control of the manner 
of holding elections or it may take 
entire control,’’ asserted that the pri- 
maries are a “part of the election 
machinery” and held that congress. 
in rejecting the proposal to leave to 
the states the power to control elec- 
tions. of senators and representatives 
and immediately following adoption of 
the seventeenth amendment, “proceed- 
ed to deal with primaries.” 

Argues Newberry Case. 

Answering the arguments of those 
who contend that the supreme court 
in the Newberry case established the 
law to the contrary, Mr. Borah de- 


flared that. court. “did not decide the 


28 it “ 
der the seventeenth amendment.” 

“In the Newberry case,” he added, 
“the entire court. concurred in the 
decision that the judgment of the low- 
er court should be reversed. But the 
opinion was not unanimous relative tp 
the power of congress over primaries. 

“Upon that proposition four of the 
judges held there was a want of coa- 
stitutional power, four. that congress 
had constitutional power to deal with 
primaries, and one justice reserve 
his opinion as to such power under 
the seventeenth amendment—the stat- 
ute in question having been passed 
prior to the adoption of the seven- 
teenth amendment. 

“In this connection it is important 
to bear in mind that, while Justice 
McReynolds wrote the opinion of the 
court holding that congress had no 
constitutional power to pass the act 
in question, nevertheless, this opinion 
was restricted to the constitutionality 
of the act passed prior to the seven- 
teenth amendment.” 

Primary Problem. 

Since the question of power fo deal 
with primaries under the constitu- 
tional amendment had not been de- 
termined by the highest court, the 
Idaho senator said “we may properly 
examine the provisions of the consti- 
tution which are supposed to grant 
this. power.’ 

“They provide,” he said, “that the 
manner of holding elections for sen- 
ators and representatives shall be pre- 
scribed by the state legislature there- 
of, and the congress may at any time 
make or alter such regulations.” The 
congress, he added, may take “partial 
control or it may take- entire control 
of the subject, except place,’ and it 
“may do everything that the state 
may do.” 

Referring to arguments that to ex- 
clude or expej a senator who has been 
approved by a majority of the voters 
of the state, because of corruption in 
the primaries, is to challenge the right 
of the state to representation and “f 
tially impeach its sovereignty, Mr. 
Borah held it could not be contended 
that “it is an injustice to a state to 
say that it shall not send corrupt. men 
to legislate for the national govern- 
ment.”

Doctors at the hospital said Sunday 
night that he may die unless sufficient 
nourishment can be given him within 
a few hours. 

His condition was not good when he 
appeared Thprsday afternoon before 
Judge Murphy M. Holloway. He could 
barely walk, and sat apparently dazed 
during the entire proceedings. 


Mr. Guillebeau stated Sunday night 
that he will make an -: effort to have 
Kiwing confined to the state inszne 
asylum. He also stated that he has the 
record of Ewing at that institution, 
where he was dismissed several years 
ago, he said.

Manila. November 7.—(/)—A ty- 
phoon, a tidal wave and a flood in 
widely separated areas have combined 
in a joint visitation to the Philippine 
islands, leaving in their wake deaths 
believed in excess of 300 and heavy 
property damage. 

The waters of Columbang river, 
over which the typhoon swept, rushed 
back suddenly carrying away residents 
in their houses. Roads and bridges 
were washed out, and telegraph lines 
blown down so that an accurate ap- 
praisal of the damage done is impos- 
sible, but it is said that in the town 
of Batangas alone there are, in addi- 
tion to the known dead, approximate- 
ly 300 missing. 

Red Cross To Aid. 

The Red Cross has dispatched phy- 
sicians, nurses and medical supplies 
to Batangas for the relief of the suf- 
ferers and the United States army 
also sent food and clothing but it is

Constant Left. 

The s of light, it has been fowad 
in the Michelson experiments carried 
on in Chicago and California, is con- 
stant. It seems to be about the only 
constant left in the world of science,

8 Summer On Works. 

Professor Michelson spent all of last 
summer in the mountains of Califor- 
nia in making his latest experiment.

The perfection of the interferome- 
ter, an instrument invented by Pro- 
fessor Michelson many years ago, 
brings the new measurements down 
to a precision never before equalled. 


BATTLE ON WASTE 
URGED BY HOOVER 


Washington, November 7.—The de- 
partment of commerce’s campaign to 
eliminate waste has contributed to 


rosperous conditions of the couuntry. 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover said in 
his annual report made public to- 
night. 

Objectives of the elimination cam- 
paign, according to Hoover, are: 

1. Elimination of the waste im- 
posed by inadequate railway trans- 
portation, by improved equipment and 
methods, and the establishment of 
better cooperation. 

Utilize Water ‘Resources. 

2.. Vigorous utilization of our 
water resources for cheaper transpor- 
tation of bulk commodities, flood con- 
trol, reclamation, and power. 

3. Enlarged electrification of the 
country for the saving of fuel and 
labor. 

4. Reduction of the great waste of 
booms and slumps of the “business 
cycle” with their intermittent waves 
of unemployed and bankruptcy. 

Reduction of seasonal variations 
in employment in construction and 
other industries. 

Reduction of waste in manu- 
facture and distribution through the 
establishment of standards of qual- 
ity, simplification of grades, dimen- 
sions, and performance in nonstyle 
articles of commerce; through the re- 
duction of unnecessary vapieties ; 
through more uniform business docu- 
ments such as specifications, bills of 
lading, warehouse receipts, etc. 

Research Development. 

7. Development of pure and ap- 
plied scientifie research as the foun- 
dation of genuine labor-saving devices, 
— processes, and sounder meth- 
ods. 

8. Development of cooperative mar- 
keting and better terminal facilities 
for agricultural products in order to 
reduce the waste in agricultural dis-

9. Stimulation of commercial arbi- 
tration in order to eliminate the 
wastes of litigation. 

10. Reduction of the waste arising 
from industrial strife between employ- 
ers and employees.

PROnI VICTORIES 


Washington, November 7.—(7)— 
Dry victories in Ohio, “home of the 
Anti-Saloon league,” and in Delaware, 
home of William H. Stayton, founder 
of the Association Against the Prohi- 
bition Amendment, were claimed from 
returns of last week’s election in a 
statement made today by Wayne B. 
Wheeler of the Anti-Saloon league. 

“There are only three counties in 
Delaware,” he said. “In the northern 
county the wets concentrated against 
four representatives who stood for the 
enforcement of the present liquor 
laws. Large advertisements were pub- 
lished, urging a vote for wet candi- 
dates so that the people might have 
whiskey on prescriptior now forbid- 
den by law. The medicinal delegation 
was overwhelmingly defeated. 

In Ohio the voters reaffirmed their 
allegiance to the dry cause. Senator 
Willis, a dry republican, was reelected 
by 9,000 over a wet democrat, even 
though Governor Donahey, a dry dem- 
ocrat, was reelected at the same time. 

“Congressman Martin L. Davey, a 
dry democrat, was elected in a repub- 
lican district because his opponent 
was wet. Congressman Roy G. 
gerald, a republican in the Dayton 
district, normally democratic district, 
was elected over a wet opponent. In 
the fourth district, Congressman W. 
T. Fitzgerald, a republican, was re- 
elected in that normally democratic 
district because his opponent was once 
wet, although he declared dry in this 
campaign. The republican candidate 
for lieutenant governor, Mr. Mills, a 
wet, was defeated by Mr. Bloom, a! 
dry democrat. In the «ntire state, as/ 
a rule, wet candidates were defeated 
or trailed at the bottom of the ticket. 
| Ohio voters believe in scratching tick- 
ets in the interest of clean polities.” 

Wheeler also claimed dry _ vic- 
tories in California, where a wet ref- 
erendum was rejected, and Montana, 
where, though the dry code was re- 
pealed, the total wet vote, he said, 
was 15,000 less than when the vote 
was taken on the adoption of the 
code. The majority against the wets 
in California, Colorado, and Montana 
he figured at 200,000.

This is autumn and it ought to be! one-fourth grain of uric acid to the 


pint of blood, and this proportion may 
be increased to as much as a grain 
or more in the pint in certain dis- 
ease conditions, such as pneumonia, 
leucemia, sume cases ef ctronic ne 
phritis and gout. In. gout some of ftnis 
excess of uric acid is deposited in the 
form of a salt, monourute of sodsum 
in the joints and various soft tissues. 
The origin of all uric acid is the 
incomplete combustion of nitrogen- 
ous foods or the nuclear stubstance 
of body tissues. Note that I said in- 
complete combustion—the devxidation 
of the fuel is not thorough enough 
to burn the nitrogen into urea, but 
only into uric acid. Remember that a 
small amount of uric acid is normally 
produced and always present in_ the 
blood of a healthy individual. Note 
also that I said the uric acid is pres- 
ent in the blood or other tissues (for 
blood is a fluid tissue); I did not use 
the term “systen-.” 

That word “system” is misleading 
and vague and therefore favored by 
the charlatans. One can’t tell wheth- 
er the charlatan refers to the contents 
of the intestine or the blood or other 
tissues when he prates about the 
“system.” This is putting it rough- 
ly, but no matter: how roughly I am 
giving you the scientific physiological 
truth here and we must not mince 
words. 

It is a favorite metaphor of the nos- 
trum monger and the fad or “drug- 
less” healer to refer to the human 
alimentary tract as a “sewer” and 
to paint fearsome and noisome pic- 
tures of the evils which, in a neurot- 
ic imagination, may befall if the flow 
of the sludge be retarded. Old-time 
quacks suggested to their dupes that 
this ‘“sluggishness of the bowels’ 
caused “impure blood”. and. they 
amassed huge fortunes from selling 
the simple people fake “blood puri- 
fiers.” This game has become some- 
what ridiculous of late years and so 
the gilded charlatans today vary the 
wording without materially altering 
the fundamentals of the game; they 
assure the prospect that the “intestinal 


stasis” produces “autointoxication” 
and they soak the sucker good and 
plenty for the refined crude or the 


glorified seaweed they feed him. 

Let there be no ambiguity abovt 
this, even for the most recalcitrant 
victim of the autointoxication hoax 
(we cannot dignify it as a theory). 
I reassure the reader that there is 
not an jota of evidence that any poi- 
soning or injury of the body occurs 
from retarded or delayed bowel evacu- 
ation or from ordinary constipation. 
Not until a complete obstruction oc- 
curs does anything resembling poi- 
soning follow, and of course it would 
be a fatal error to trifle with any 
remedy, system or treatment but sur- 
gery where intestinal obstruction is 
concerned. 

Fatuous followers of the autoin- 
toxication exploiters will please spare 
me the sarcastigation the mention 
of this physiological truth seems to 
elicit. ut I shall be grateful to be 
corrected by anybody who may have 
scientific or physiological facts to

Arrive at Hospital.

Mrs. Gibson consented to go in the 
ambulance to Jersey City. But the 
Somerville hospital authorities refused 
to let her go until they had consulted 
Dr. Lawton, They telephoned him and 
he came immediately. 

Dr. Lawton was equally determined 
not to let Mrs. Hall's chief accuser 
eross the threshold of the institution. 
Simpson quickly lost his temper. 
“You're no jailer?’ he shonted to 
e doctor. “We're going te take her 
away.” 

“But you should at least have a 
physician from Jersey City hospital 
examine her,” protested Lawton. 

Simpson Has Way.

Human Fossil 


DISCOVERY ANTEDATES JAVA APE MAN 


Pousil in Montana Coal Bed 


of Eocene Era 


Billings, Mont., November 7.—()— 
Fossil hunters in the coal beds of Bear 
Creek field near here have unearthed 


evidence claimed to show that a primi- 
tive man, who antedated the Neander- 
thal man and the Pithecanthropus or 
Java man of the Pleistocene period by 
several million years, ranged the Bear 
Creek country in the Eocene period 
early in the age of mammals. 

The conclusion is drawn by the 
finding deep in the coal beds, located 
45 miles south of here, a human tooth. 
which had long since turned to car- 
bon and iron. 

The tooth, declared by dentists of 
this city to be the second lower molar 
of a human being, was found by Dr. 
J. C. Siegfriedt, of Bear Creek, who 


has been collecting fossils for the Uni-|f 


versity of lowa and for other institu- 
tions in this coal deposit. 

The coal deposit is in the fortution 
formation, lowest of those Jain down 
in the Eocene period, 1,000,000 or 
more years ago. Many fossils have 
been found in the deposit by Dr. Siez- 
friedt who asserts that it furnishes 
prolific material for fossil and dino- 
saur research, 

The entire area of the mine in 
which the tooth was found was being 
minutely explored in the hope of 
finding further evidences of the ex- 
istence of a man in the long ago pe- 
riod geology of the deposit indicates. 

In uncovering the tooth, Dr. Sieg- 
friedt was fortunate in preserving the 
matrix, that is the top layer enclos- 


ing the tooth, so that the mold is per- 
ect.

With a worthless singleton the dan- 
ger that the adversaries will save the 
game by running that short suit is 
almost as great.

no trump with a worthless singleton, 
unless you have a worthless partner ;”

pretty bad to justify risking the bid, 
merely to make him dummy and thus 
avoid the loss of tricks which he might 
be expected to throw away if he play- 
ed the hand. 

Today's pointer and those for a few 
days to come, all refer to the initial 
bid of a no trump. Initial bids are 
made by peayers whose partners have 
not been heard from, that is, they are 
bids made by dealer or by second hand 
after a pass by dealer. The bid by 
third hand after two passes (the part- 
ner having been one of the passers)
